With regard to the bells belonging to the old church, I find, 
that, in one of Queen Elizabeth's progreſſes to. Enfield, ſhe was 
much pleaſed with Shorditch bells *; by which we may ſuppoſe 
them not to have been an unpleafant ring, as her Majeſty had 
ſome taſte for muſic. 

In the papers relative to the conteſt of Hanmer the vicar with 
Thornton the churchwarden, concerning the houſe now in- 
habited by the pariſh-clerk, N' 1 f, dated Oct. 13, 1589, I 


find a complaint of William Thornton againft the ſaid vicar, 


„ concerning the right and title of two tenements, ſituate 
& near this pariſh church, which had been before given to 
&« certain chauntrie prieſts, and other perſons, for the main- 

« tenance of the ſame prieſts. to ſay maſſe, dirges, and for 
& other ſuperſtitious uſes in that church,”—It was alſo proved, 


that the ſaid tenements were concealed chantrie land, but 
that they had been employed as a ſchool-houſe, and for the 
meeting of veſtries, and other purpoſes during memory; and it 


was allowed, that, about 50 years before (about I 540), a maſs- 
prieſt was lodged in a part of the chambers over the ſchool- 
houſe by the ſufferance of the pariſhioners. And, according to 


the depoſition of © Thomas Haddon, of Hogſdon, Xt, 455 years, 


„he knew the maſſe- prieſt, called fir Thomas.“

About four years before the rebuilding of Shoreditch han; 
a high wind carried off a part of one of the corners of the

of London obliged the inhabitants either thotwaghty to n 
or to rebuild, their church. 


In 1734, the inhabitants having applied to parliament, an act 
was granted; purſuant to which, on October 6, 1735, they be- 
gan to erect a tabernacle ** in the church-yard, for the per-

The Eaſt window hath painted in glaſs our Saviour ſitting - 
at his laſt ſupper with his diſciples, all upon forms; Judas, 
with the purſe in his hand; and beneath him is his portrait in 
ſmall repreſented as hanging upon a tree. The table is fur- 
niſhed with a ſtanding cup, a candle, a ſaltceller, two ſmall 
loaves, a knife, ſquare trenchers, and the Paſchal lamb in a 
diſh. In the background are ſmall repreſentations of our Saviour 
waſhing his diſciples feet; Judas betraying him; his agony in 
the garden; and. the parables of the loſt ſheep and piece of money. 
This picture was bought and ſet up at the char ge of certain 
pariſhioners *; and, in 1735, at the rebuilding of the church, 
this, with the other windows, was caſed in wood pitched, 5 
buried under ground. In Dr. Walker's Sufferings of the 
Clergy +, I find that the 1oth article exhibited againſt Mr.

Some Account of the Vicars of It, LEONARD, SHonEDITCH. 


The canons of the Holy Trinity, London, in the reign of king 
Henry II, pretending a right to this church, that king, in a 
ſuit againſt them, making it appear that it was in his gift, re- 


covered the ſame; and, at the king's preſentation, the biſhop of 


London confiituted one Walter de Witenor, parſon thereof x. 
After this, king John, in the firſt year of his reign +, Srunted 


to William de Sande Marie Eccleſia, 7a, biſhop of, London, this 
church of Shoreditch near London, for the foundation of the 


office of precentor, or chief chanter, in the cathedral of St.

traordinary, particularly. at the time of the plague in 1625 *; 
when {though he retired ſome way out of town with his family) yet 
he came conſtantly to his pariſh, as well at the weekly faſts, as 
on Sunday, to his duty. His charity was very extenſive; and 
he was held in high eſteem by archbiſhop Laud. Upon the 
breaking out of the rebellion in Scotland, he became a ſtrenuous 
champlon for allegiance, to which he exhorted his pariſhioners; 
and this was the primary cauſe of all his after-ſufferings. 
The more diſorderly part of the pariſh got an order from the 
Houſe of Commons, at the breaking out of the rebellion in 1040, 
to have a lecturer, who (as Dr. Walker terms it) might preach 
up faction amongſt them; but at the meeting of the pariſhioners | 
to chooſe one, the ſober and more honeſt part of it (and who were 
by far the moſt numerous) choſe Mr. Squier. The Houſe of 
Commons, however, “ foiſted in a New England fellow upon 
them,“ impriſoned, and at length ſequeſtered, the poor vicar. 

The time of his being firſt called before the committee is not 
known; but we find him once before them on February the 
18th, 1640; but for what does not appear. They afterwards 
drew up articles againſt him, which were preſented on Auguſt 
the 7th, 1041. Upon this, however, his more reſpectable 
pariſhioners drew up a certificate in his behalf, ſetting forth his

Denne, his eldeſt ſon, was born at Littlebourne on the 25th of 
May, 1693; and brouglit_ up in the free ſchools of Sandwich 
and Canterbury, He went thence to the Univerſity of Cam- 
bridge, and was admitted of this college under the tuition: of 
Mr. Robert Dannye on Feb. 25, 1708; and afterwards a ſcholar 
of the houſe upon archbiſhop Parker's foundation. He pro- 
ceeded B. A. in 1712; M. A. in 1716; and was elected fellow, 
April 20. in the ſame year. Soon after, be took upon him the 
office of tutor jointly with Mr. Thomas Herring, afterwards 
archbiſhop of Canterbury; and was ordained deacon on Trinity 
Sunday, 1716, by biſhop Trimnell ; and prieſt, Sept. 21, 
1718. Not long afterwards, he was nominated by the college 
to the perpetual cure of St. Benedict's church in Cambridge; 
whence he was: preferred and inſtituted June 13, 1721, to the 
rectory of Norton-Davy, alias Green's Norton, in Northamp- 
tonſhire, upon a preſentation from the king; but this he ex- 
changed, Sept. 30, 1723, for the vicarage of St. Leonard 
Shorditch in London. He was appointed preacher of Mr. Boyle's 
lecture in 1725, and ſo continued for three years. His next 
promotion, immediately after taking the degree of D. D. was to 
the archdeaconry of Rocheſter, with the prebend annexed; being 
collated thereunto July 22, 1728, by biſhop Bradford, to whom 
he had been domeſtic chaplain for many years, and whoſe 
youngeſt daughter Suſanna he was ſo happy as to marry in 
1724. He was inſtituted July 24, 1729, to the vicarage of St. 
Margaret's in Rocheſter; but this he reſigned, on taking poſ- 
ſeſſion of the rectory of Lambeth, Nov. 27, 17 31, through 
the favour and patronage of archbiſhop Wake. He was unani- 
mouſly choſen prolocutor of the lower houſe of convocation 
in the Province of Canterbury on their late meeting; to which 
office

The following remarks on this proſecution were communicated 
to me by the Gentleman, to whom I have already acknowledged 
my obligations for ſeveral particulars concerning the incumbents 
of this pariſh*; and, as he was ſo nearly related to the vicar who 
was with reluctance engaged in the buſineſs that gave riſe to it, 
the preſumption is, that he was well informed of the principal 
circumſtances, and that they would make a laſting imeiftan on 
his mind: 

. 5 Dr, Denne, in the Gelen to the inhabitants of st. Leo- | 
nard Shoreditch of the faſt ſermon preached in that church on 
January 9, 1745, expreſſed the pleaſing ſatisfaction he felt on 
the good underſtanding there had been between him and his 
pariſhioners, as well as his grateful acknowledgements of the 
many civilities he had received from them in the courſe of more 
than twenty years“ connexion with them: nor was there any 
interruption of the harmony previous to the conteſt about the 
choice of a lecturer, in which he could not acquieſce without 
injuring the rights of his ſucceſſors. Unbappily, the pro- 
ceedings of the zealous eſpouſers of Mr. Day were ſo haſty and 
intemperate as to prevent all conciliatory overtures of accommo- 
dation; for, after the ſuit was inſtituted in the biſhop of Lon- 
don's court, where alone could be properly decided the merits 
of the queſtion, it not being blended with any legal claim of a 
temporal kind, that there might not be any interruption to the 
uſual performance of divine ſervice, the vicar readily conſented 
that Mr. Baddeley, as his curate, under a licence from the biſhop,

« Of the advantages and inconveniences of popular elections 
to ſupply vacant pulpits much has been written; and, if we at- 
tend to the notions and ſpirit of the age, it is not likely that the 
topic will ſoon be exhauſted. In the Shoreditch caſe the point 
of law was clearly with the vicar; but, as the litigation was 
very diſtrefling to him, and the more ſo from its happening at 
a time, when his health was impaired, and he began to be 
ſenſible of the infirmities of advancing years, he rather declined 
talking upon the ſubject. From expreſſions, however, which 
occaſionally dropped from bim there is ground to infer, that his 
wiſh was to ſee the ſame plan adopted at Shoreditch that had

The next of this Cle. of whom I find any account, is 7e 
de Shordiche *, who was moſt probably educated at Queen's Col- 
lege, Cambridge, as the name of “ Joh'es Shordyche” occurs 
amongſt its early benefactors f. In 1331, (4 Edw. III.) he was 
made advocate of the Court of Arches; and in the ſame year 
was rewarded (as we find by the Rolls of Parliament) with the 
manor of Paſſenham, in the county of Northampton, which 
he might give up for £ 40. in land or rent; but he was diſpoſ- 
ſeſſed of it, and prayed to be compenſated for his loſs, and, 
repreſenting that the place of chief clerk in the Court 55 
Common Pleas was not ſufficient proviſion for him, deſired ſome- 
thing more .

his arms before the French lilies. If what the hiſtorians of this church ſay is true, 
that Helena his wife lies buried here, it ſhould ſeem to be the latter *.

appears to have died before 1331, as abbot Curlington is mentioned as having been 

buried near the tomb of ſir John de Shorditch. The antient account of this tomb 
is, that it was placed in the South croſs, defore the altar of St. Benedict, under a lamp 
there burning near the door“.

Cholmeley, or Cholmondley, was natural ſon to Sir Richard

a different ſmell from any thing yet met with. The next layer 
was gravel from 34 to about 4; feet deep like the former, but 
loſing its ſmell ſooner.

This honſe, now known by no other name than that of Sir 
George Whitmore's (having once been the rural retreat of that 
worthy Knight), was originally called Balmes *, Baumes, Bames, 
Bams, or Barmes, from its firlt. poſſeſſor; 404 though at this 
time conſidered as belonging to the pariſh of St. John, Hackney, 
' originally belonged to that of St. Leonard, Shoreditch, and 
appeared as ſuch in the plan of the latter pariſh, as taken 
about 1666 f. It is remarkable that the entries of 
chriſtenings and burials from this houſe between the years 
1580 and 1603 4 may be found in the pariſh-regiſter of Shore- 
ditch; but from 1608 to the preſent time they are made 
at Hockney⸗ J have received information from ſeveral 
of the pariſhioners of Shoreditch that it has been traditionally 
delivered to them, that this houſe and its appurtenances were 
originally within the boundaries of their pariſh; but that, about 
1680, a man was drowned in the moat there, who, being 
brought to the churchwarden of Shoreditch, was refuſed inter- 
ment; but, upon application being made at Hackney, his body 
was received there, from which time the pariſhioners of Hackney 
claimed the houſe and its appurtenances, as parcel of their 
pariſh; and ever ſince the extent of the boundaries of Shoreditch 
pariſh has been fixed, and the perambulations made, at the top

„ maiſter Thomas Smith, and the whole table of thoſe wel

<6 paſtime, I ſhould have ſpared their names ?” This fellowſhip 
is unnoticed by Mr. Barrington in his Obſervations on the Prac- 
tics of Archery in England.

Honeſt Stow - hath recorded | that theſe fields were firſt | 


occupied for the practice of archery in 1498; but, in the Gxth 


year of Henry VIIE. the inhabitants of Iſlington, Hoxton, and 


Shoreditch, by their encroachments on the common fields, 


occaſioned a flight inſurrection.

and terminating” in a baſon 400 feet long and 200 feet broad, 
might be completed from Waltham Abbey for the ſum of 


52,4954. a ſum inconfiderable in compariſon to the advantages 


that would accrue from it to the city of London, but more 
particularly to the country through which it was intended to 


paſs, every foot of which adjoining to its banks would be 
increaſed i in value in proportion to its ſoil and ſituation. 


pon this repreſentation of the facility of carrying his deſign 


into execution, Mr. Sharp thought proper to proceed, and to

Common Council, in order to take the ſenſe of that reſpectable 
body in a matter that ſo highly concerned the intereſts of 
the city.

But it was no ſooner” ſeen than approved, and a petition had 
been already- preſented to parliament for leave to bring in a 
bill to enable the city to carry it into execution. 


|  Propions to this preſentation, Mr. Whitworth was deſired to 
conſider of the manner of conducting the canal, and of the 
application of it to the moſt beneficial purpoſes, as well with 
e to health and ornament as for general utility. 


He was. given to underſtand, that the quarters of Moor- 
fields were let apart as a pleaſure- ground for the citizens of 
London to walk in for the benefit of the air; he therefore very 
judiciouſly contrived not only to ſecure to them that privilege, 
but to beighten the pleaſure of their enjoyment. He pro- 
poſed to ſurround the baſon with a ſpacious gravel-walk, by 
which any number of perſons might amuſe themſelves by the 
ſides of a clear ſtream, which no doubt would be filled with 
veſſels of various conſtruction, as none would be admitted but 
boats for pleaſure, except only thoſe for carrying light goods 
and paſſengers to and from the country. For, beſides this 
ſmaller baſon in Moorfields, which Mr. Whitworth appropriated 
chiefly to pleaſure, he projected one of a more ample con- 
ſtruction, of a circular form, 500 feet in diameter, to be laid 
out in the field between Holywell- mount and the Tabernacle,

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with wharfs extending 80 feet every way from the water's 
edge, ſkirted round with buildings for mercantile purpoſes, 
which would amazingly encreaſe the inland commerce of the 
city, and produce many great and extenſive advantages, ſome 
of which Mr. Sharp enumerated, and are as follow: 


Health he conſiders as the firſt and greateſt advantage; and 


that, he thinks, would be promoted in an eminent degree by 
a conſtant circulation of free air, occaſioned by the paſſing and 


repaſſing of veſſels for pleaſure and buſineſs upon a clear 
ſtream ; and by facilitating the communication with the 
country. | 


Next to aan he rates the advantage of being more 
copiouſly ſupplied with proviſions, the moſt likely means to 
reduce the price. Milk, in particular, which is now of a very 


bad quality, owing to the rank food of cows in the ſuburbs, 
would be brought twice a day by water from cows fed in 
meadow-lands with wholeſome | graſs inſtead of grains and 


cabbage-leaves. | 


Butcher's meat would be brought in Ae manner from places 


remote from town, where cattle would be ſlaughtered without 
being heated with over- driving, and conſequently would be 
fitter to be preſerved by ſalt. 


Corn, malt, and fave, at a ſmall expence, would be ſpeedily 
tranſported to town from Ware, Hertford, Biſhop's Stortford, 
and other towns and villages at a greater diſtance, without 
being loaded with the expence of double carriage; and coals 
and other heavy articles returned nearly as cheap as the ſame 
are ſold in the heart of London,

Prebendal Manor of HALIWELL; alias FINSBUAY. 


The manor of Halywell and Finſbury had been early granted 
to the prebend of Finſbury in the cathedral of St. Paul's *. In 
the time of Roger, biſhop of London, a propoſal was made for | 

exchanging this prebend with Henry, the chancellor, and appro- 


Nin it to the chancellorſhip of St. Paul's; but it never took 


any effect, or, if it did, continued not long. On May 22, 1315, 
an agreement was made between Robert de Baldock, prebendary 
of Haliwell, and % Gi/ors, mayor, and the commonalty of 


London; whereby Robert de Baldock, with the conſent of the 
dean and chapter, granted all his right in» Mora de Halyrvell, to 
the ſaid mayor and commonalty z for which they were to pay 


him the annual rent of 200 . The right afterwards reverted

expiration of the-term made in Edward Molles leaſe. It was 
likewiſe witneſſed by the ſame indenture, that the ſaid John 
Spendlowe, for and in conſideration of 20 fodder of lead, given 
by the ſaid Mayor and Commonalty toward the repairs of St. 
Paul's Cathedral, granted them an additional term of 70 years 
5 and under the ſame yearly rent. And the Act recites that the 
Prebendary was reſtrained by law from granting a longer leaſe 

than would extend the then-exiſting period to 40 years. He 
was therefore empowered to grant a leaſe of 99 years from 1768. 
Dr. Wilſon ſucceeded to the prebend in October 1745, at 
the age of 29; and the rental in that year was 895/. The 
leaſe would not expire until 1 783, a diſtance of 38 years, which 
did not afford much proſpect of the great advantages that after- 
wards enſued. ln the firſt ten years nothing but light conver- 
ſation paſſed between the Corporation and the Doctor on the 
ſubject of renewal; but in the next five it became more ſerious; 
and he was deſired to name a ſum by way of fine; which he 
did, and, from its magnitude, was not even liſtened 1 
From the Journals of the City it appears, that ſo early as 
1760 the renewal of the City's leaſe by the Prebendary was de- 
| bated; and it was agreed, that two ſurveyors on each ſide ſhould 
be appointed, to aſcertain the term of renewal *. But as, for 
reaſons mentioned in the Act, the Prebendary could not grant a 
leaſe for any conſiderable term, every thing was ſuſpended. 
Time crept on; and the Doctor, being in good health, began to 
threaten to outlive the leaſe, and increaſed his demand.

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Since the former pages were written, I have been informed 
that a houſe in Spital-ſquare, inhabited by Mr. Pearſon, has long 
been called Spital Houſe; and, in the early part of the pre- 


ſent century, was the dwelling of the notorious Viſcount Bo- 


lingbroke. That it was the ſame that was inhabited by Sir Row- 
land Vaughan is beyond a doubt. But whether it afterwards 
deſcended to the perſecuted viſcount I cannot affirm with any 
_ certainty, Soon after 1700 the eſtate paſſed by purchaſe from 
the St. John of Bletſo to the Tillard family, in which it ſtill 
continues; William Tillard, eſq. being the preſent poſſeſſor. 


Beſide the Vaughans, other reſpectable and noble families, 
after the Diſſolution, inhabited the Spittle, as will appear by the 
following extracts from the pariſh regiſter of Biſhopſgate.

This charter, rather mutilated; ſets forth that James: de Botiller, citizen and draper, who 
died the 4th day of February, 1317, by his laſt will and teſtament, left, after the death of his 
wife Agnes, to this priory, a tenement, with its appurtenances, in the. pariſh of St, Mary Bo- 
thawe, formerly in the tenure of Walter de Londoneſton, with ſix ſhops annexed to it, of which 
two were in the ſaid pariſh of St. Mary Bothawe, and two in St. John's Walbroke, with another 
ſhop in Candelewyke-ſtreet, for the finding and ſupporting four fit chaplains, daily to celebrate for 
ever, for the ſouls of James Botiller and his wife Agnes; for William and Olive, father and mo- 


ther of James ; ; Walter de Londoneſton and Chriſtian his wife; and for the. ſouls of all faithful 


perſons departed; two of the chaplains from among the canons of the hoſpital, there to celebrate, 
and two others, ſeculars, to celebrate in the church of St. Mary Bothawe, where James de Botiller 
was buried, and on his obit day, viz. 4 Feb. one penny of the current money of England ( monete 


curſabilis Anglia ) is ordered to be given to each ſick perſon in the hoſpital. The deed continues, 


that the prior and convent ſwore, for them and their ſucceſſors, to keep the ſaid James de Botil- 
ler's will; and pronounced the curſe of the greater excommunication upon themſelves, or their 
ſueceſſors, mould they either break their compact, or prove negligent in the performance of it; 
and agree, if negle&ful, to UnGergo ſuch eccleſiaſtical cenſures as ſhall ſeem moſt expedient for 
the welfare of their foals, ( prout ſalubrius animabus dicorum defunctorum widerint cæpedire. The

P. 8. On Monday night laſt, there was an appearance of numbers of people being 
aſſembled in a very diſorderly manner at Shoreditch, near Spitalfields. Their cry, 


and complaint was of being underworked, and ſtarved by the Iriſh, down with the 
Triſh, &c. But that night the numbers were not very great, and they diſperſed of 
_ themſelves, without doing any. miſchief, It is neceſſary here to explain what is 


meant by this complaint againſt the Iriſh, which is founded upon greater numbers 
than ordinary, as is ſaid, of Iriſhmen being here, and not only working at hay and 
corn harveſt, as has been uſual, but letting themſelves out to all forts of labour. 
conſiderably cheaper than the Engliſh labourers have; and numbers of them being 
employed by the weavers upon the like terms. This laſt particular, together with 


an incident that happened in theſe parts, is thought to have occaſioned the ſcene 


being laid at that end of the town. They are building a new church at Shore- 
ditch, where Lam told the maſter workmen diſcharged at once a great number of 
all ſorts of labourers, and took in at once Iriſhmen, who ſerved for above one- 
third leſs a day, and this I am at preſent, and as yet of opinion, is the W

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cauſe of the uneaſineſs that has ſtirred up the mob, or at leaſt, I think, is the only 
cauſe that numbers of them knew any thing of. Upon this pretence the tumult 
began on Monday night. On Tueſday evening they aſſembled again in greater 
bodies, and were about ſeven o'clock thought to be 2000 in number. They now 
grew more riotous ; they attacked a public houſe kept by an Iriſhman, where the 
Triſh reſorted and victualled, broke down all the doors and windows, and quite 
gutted the houſe, Another houſe of the ſame ſort underwent the fame fate. By 
this time (thoſe places being within the juriſdiction of the city) the mayor and de- 

puty lieutenant of the Tower hamlets were aſſembled in order to diſperſe them. 
The proclamation was read; but the mob, wholly regardleſs of the proclamation, 
. Increaſed every minute, and were thought to be about 4000 ſtrong. The magiſ- 
trate upon this gave orders for raiſing the militia ; and in the mean time the deputy 
lieutenants Wrote to the commanding officer at the Tower to ſend to their aſſiſtance 
ſuch a number of the guards as they could ſpare, upon which an officer with 


about 50 men was ſent by major White. Upon the appearance of the guards 
the mob retired, ſhifted from one ſtreet and alley to another, and gave no reſiſtance, 


and by break of day were all diſperſed. All Wedneſday things ſeemed very quiet, 


till evening, when the mob roſe again to as great a number; but the militia of the 


Tower Hamlets being then raiſed, marched againſt them; but the mob in the 
ſame manner retired before them Wherever they came, and gave not the leaſt re- 


ſiſtance. The deputy lieutenant upon this wrote to the officer of the Tower that 


they did not want their aſſiſtance, and in this ſituation things remained all Wed- 


neſday night, the mob continuing in great bodies till the appearance of the mi- 


litia, but as conſtantly running away upon the ſight of them, and ſo diſperſed 


themſelves before the morning.”
